WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO MEET WITH US TEAM WEEK OF MAY 2, MAINLY 
DUE TO SALZBURG CONFERENCE WHICH BEGINS MAY 2. AGENCY TEAM 
STILL WILLING TO MEET WEEK OF APRIL 25 AND, IF ONLY FOUR 
DAYS ARE REQUIRED FOR INITIAL METING (AS SUGGESTED PARA 1 
REFTEL), AGENCY SUGGESTS START TUESDAY. APRIL 26. NY THAT 
DATE, PNE ADVISORY GROUP WOULD HAVE MET AT LEAST SIX FULL 
DAYS (ASSUMING NO PNE MEETINGS DURING A&B COMMITTEE 
MEETINGS APRIL 19 AND 20 BUT MEETINGS ON SATURDAY AND SUNDAY, 

APRIL 23 AND 24, AS ALREADY PLANNED). DEPARTMENT AND 
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INTERESTED AGENCIES SHOULD SOON BE IN POSITION, AS 
RESULT CURRENT ROUND OF BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS, TO
